St. Petersburg, October 3.—The Rus- 
sian government has received infor- 
mation that Bulgarian troops are 
crossing the Turkish frontier tonight. 


London. October 3.—Hostilities be- 
tween the Balkan states and Turkey 
have cemmenced, according to reports 
from many quarters tonight. A dls- 
patch to the Russian government says 
are crossing the 


frontier. 

An engagement has occurred south 
of Harman, L. L, a Bulgarian town, 37 
miles north of Adrianapole, according 
to a Constantinople dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph company. The 
casualty list is placed at 400 killed. 

Military action has thus outstripped 
slower-footed diplomacy, for no ultl- 
matum has yet been presented to Tur- 
key, and in Constantinople none is ex- 
pected until Monday. The porte, how- 
ever, has sent an official notification 
to the powers which reads: 

“In view of the manifestly aggres- 
sive attitude of the Balkan states. 
Turkey reserves to itself full liberty 
of action. convinced that the civilized 
world will not fail to do justice to its 
moderate attitude. But this cannot 
exclude care for safeguarding its dizg- 
nity and security, as well as its 
rights.” 

Many Skirmishes Reported. 

This, it would seem, ts the porte’'s 
way of preparing the world for the 
failure of the powers to stave off hos- 
tilities. No offictal confirmation. of 
the rupture of peace is to be had, but 
skirmishes are reported to have oc- 
curred in the netghborhood of Djum- 
bala. called also Jamboli, Bulgarian 
territory, in the Albanian, vilayet of 
Scutar!. along the Montenegrin fron- 
tier. and neaf BRaaschKvranya, on the 
Servian border.

Rumania has not yet 
ized, and, it is stated, wil 
action for a few days.

TROOPS ON GUARD 
AY TWO RAPISTS 
Ant CONVICTED 


Story of Revolting Assault 
Arouses Great Indignation 
in Cumming Court 


KNOX AND DANIEL WILL 
SWING FOR THEIR CRIME 


Sister of Latter Tells of Double 
Attack on Young White Girl 
and Helps Fasten Noose 
Around Brother’s Neck. 
Agitators Try to _ Incite 
the Crowd.

Cumming, Ga., October 3.—(Spectal.) 
Two convictions were secured in the 
Forsyth county court today and one 
of the most revolting rape caseg in the 
annals of the state and of medical ju- 
risprudence was tried. 

With ,a military guard around the 
courthouse, keeping at a safe distance 
a crowd that would have otherwise 
made short work of thé accused ne- 
groes and another company in the 
courtroom to preserve order, Ernest 
Knox and Oscar Daniel were convicted 
of the crime of oriminal assault. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty 
against the two blacks at 9:40 o'clock 
tonight. They will be sentenced to be 
hanged on October 25. 

Three companies of the Fifth regi- 
ment patrolled the courthouse square 
and every person entering the square 
was searched. Agitators were busy 
during the day attempting to incite 
disorder, but the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the crowd that flocked to 
Cumming from all parts of Forsyth 
and adjoining counties was for up- 
holding the law and of maintaining 
the peace and order of the state. 

Great Indignation Aroused. 

Still there “were more than enough 
determined men in Cumming today 
who felt that the two rapists deserved 
immediate death, to overpower a sher- 
iff’'s posse and hang the accused men 
to the nearest tree, but for the busi- 
nessiike look of the men dehind the 
army rifles. The greatest indignation 
prevailed on account of the horrible 
crime and the deepest Sympathy ofthe 
community goes out to the bereaved 
father, who was the prosecutor. Twice 
today he was compelled to repeat the 
pathetic story of his daughter's shame- 
ful handling and the recital stirred 
the depths the most hardened onlook- 
ers in the courtroom. 

Major I, T. Catron and Captain 
Leahy were in the courtroom prac- 
tically every minute of the trial and 
were most efficient tn preserving or- 
der. 

A sma@il hand-mirror led to the con- 
viction of Ernest Knox, one of the 
accused negroes, and the testimony of 
the sister of Oscar Daniel has helped 
to fasten the n@ose around his neck 
and that of Knox. Jane Daniel was 
a complete surprise, even to her own 
counsel, who conferred with her yes- 
terday afternoon as usual and were 
told nothing by her. This morning, 
however, without consulting the coun- 
se] appointed by the court to defend 
her, she narrated the entire revolting 
story of the crime to Sheriff Reid and 
to Herbert Clay, assisting prosecuting 
attorney.

An attractive country girl. of 19 
years, the daughter of a highly-re- 
spected farmer of Forsyth county, was 
going to her home on Sunday after- 
noon when she was accosted on the 
road by the negro, Ernest Knox. She 
was dragged into the woods, fightine 
furiously, and was knocked insensible 
with a rock. Hier body was dragged 
to a point 120 yards away from 
road mnd there, after being 
treat@d, she was left for dead.

SHE KILLED SELF 
HATING TO MOVE

The only intimation given by the 
young woman during the day of her 
intention was in having a will drawn 
up this afternoon in which she gave 
her little adopted daughter to a friend 
and what money she possessed to rela- 
tives. 

Friends of the young couple can at- 
tribute no reason for Mrs. Bass’ rash 
deed. They seemed to live in happi- 
ness and were preparing to move to 
Jacksonville, where Mr. Bass had been 
transferred by the Brunswick Steam- 
ship company, for which concern he 
has been chief clerk in this city the 
past two years. 

It was known that Mrs. Bass dis- 
liked the idea of moving from here and 
several days ago said she would never 
make the trip, but this was not taken 
seriously by her husband until his 
wife told him she had kept her promise 
by taking poison.

the Tuscumbia fair grounds, H. C. Pete 


ty and Lorenzo Howland, 15 years old, 
son of L. D. Howland, were ddashed to 
death from a balloon about four hun- 
dred feet up. Petty owned the bal- 
loon and was making his first ascent. 

Howland’s foot. became entangled in 
the ropes as the balloon went up, he 
being between the balloon and para- 
chute. Petty called to him to slide 
down the rope to him. As the boy 
reached for the parachute it was in 
some way cut loose and the two were 
dashed to instant death. Both were 
badly crushed. The accident occurred 
at 5 o'clock this afternoon. 

Howland previously had been stand- 
ing near the big balloon while it was 
being inflated. When it soared up- 
ward spectators were startled to see 
him dangling, head down, from one of 
the ropes on the balloon. 

The aeronaut made heroic efforts to 
rescue the boy from his perilous posi- 
tion. When the balloon had reached 
a height of about five hundred feet 
he cut the parachute loose from the 
balloon and both began to drop swift- 
ly downward. 

For some reason the parachute fail- 
ed to open. The man and boy plunged 
to the earth and were instantly killed. 
Howland struck the earthefirst and the 
aeronaut landed on top of him.

Controversy Which Threatened 
to Cause General Railway 
Strike in South Setiled, 


TEN PER CENT ADVANCE 
SECURED BY THE ME 


Brakemen, Bag- 
gagemen, Flagmen and Yard 
Men Profit by the Settle- 
ment—The Agreement Was 
Brought About by the Gov- 
ernment Mediators. 


Washington, October 3.—A _ settle- 
ment of the protracted wage and 
working conditions controversy be- 
tween the southeastern railways and 
their employees was reached late to- 
day. The men, by the agreement sign- 
ed, will receive an average advance in 
wages of'approximately 10 per cent. 
The rules and working conditions on 
each of the roads remain substantially 
unchanged. 

Approximately 13,000 employees, in- 
cluding 3,000 negroes, are affected. 
They are conductors, brakemen, bag- 
gagemen, flagmen and yard men. 
Track men and shop men are not in- 
volved, 

The agreement means to ‘the roads 
an increase in fixed charges for oper- 
ating expenses of approximately 
$1,300,000 a year. Asan offset to thie, 
assurance ig given that there will be 
no strike of the men, and that the 
working conditions now agreed upon 
are fairly satisfactory to the opera- 
tives and to the railroads. 

Mediators Brought Settlement. 

After several weeks of futile effort, 
it was decided that the controversy 
should be referred to the mediators 
designated by the Erdman act—Presid- 
ing Judge Martin A. Knapp, of the 
commerce court, and Dr. Charles P. 
Neill, commissioner of labor. For ten 
days the mediators have conferred 
daily with both sides, wrestling with 
one of the most obstinate contro- 
versies in the history of such negotia- 
tions. For more than a week it ap- 
peared impossible for the mediators to 
bring the opposing sides to anything 
approximating an agreement. 

Finally, a day or two ago, what sub- 
stantially amounted to an ultimatum 
was made, looking to a settlement of 
the controversy on the basis reached 
by the officials of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, Norfolk and Western and Vir- 
ginian railway with their men at Nor- 
folk. This ray of light was followed, 
and the agreement signed today pro- 
vides, practically, that all of the em- 
ployees af the roads involved shal) re- 
ceive the same increases ag were pro- 
vided for in the Norfolk settlement, 
except in those cases where the present 
wages equal or exceed the Norfolk 
basis. 

Agreement Signed. 

For the operatives, the agreement 
was signed by President Garretson, oi 
the Railway Conductors, and Vice 
President Fitzpatrick, of the Railway 
Trainmen; for the railroads, by Horace 
Baker, general manager of the Cincin- 
nati-New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
railway, chairman of the general man- 
ager’s committee. The railroads*® weré 
represented in the conference by the 
general manager of each line, and the 
men by Mr. Garretson and Mr. Fitz- 
patrick and a joint committee of near- 
ly 200 others. 

The roads involved in the contro- 
versy were the Atlantic Coast Line; 
Alabama Great Southern; Alabama and 
Vickkburg; Central of Georgia; Cincin- 
nati-New Orleans and Texas Pacific: 
Georgia Southern and Florida; Mobile 
and Ohio; Northern Alabama; New Or- 
leans and Northeastern; New Orleans, 
Mobile and Chicago; Seaboard Air 
Line; Southern .

years he was connected with the old 
Western and Atlantic railroad, as con- 
ductor and purchasing agent. At the 
time of the lease of the road, he re- 
tired and entered the government serv- 
ice as a clerk in the railway mail 
service. 

Promotion came rapidly, and he was 
chosen by General J. R. Lewis, then 
postmaster, as superintendent of the 
Atlanta mail carriers. When Major W. 
H. Smythe became postmaster, Mr. 
Blodgett was appointed by him as as- 
sistant. 

“Appointed Postmaster 1906. 

In 1906 President McKinley appoint- 
ed him as postmaster; later he was re- 
appointed by President Roosevelt, and 
held this office until February, 1911. 
During this period the Atlanta post- 
office was growing into the largest in 
this section of the country, and Mr. 
Blodgett was given credit by Atlantans 
for his effective work in caring for 
the growing amount of work and the 
mass of detail that had to be worked 
out as the departments were increased 
from year to year. When he retired 
in 1911 the present postmaster, Hugh 
L. McKee, was appointed to take his 
place.

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WHERE THE NATION COMMITS HOMICIDE. 


Professor Irvine Fisher, of Yale university, told the conserva- 
tion congress at Indianapolis the other day that out of the 1,500,000 
deaths occuring annually in the United States, at least 630,000 were 
preventable. Another speaker told the delegates that “in the last 
analysis the war against preventable disease is a struggle between 
the dollar and the death-rate.” And further, that “there 1s not an 
adequately financed health department in the country.” 

These experts on the grand jury of health have drawn up a 
bill of indictment against the nation and the states and the charge 
is that of—homicide! The accusation is an ugly one. It is borne 
out to the letter when we consider that both the nation and the 
states, knowing how to check and combat preventable disease, de- 
liberately spend more money on the conservation of hogs and cattle 
and crops than on the conservation of human beings. 

It is, indeed, a “struggle between the dollar and the death- 
rate.” <A perfervid slogan with which William Jennings Bryan 
gained great popularity during one of his earlier campaigns was a 
demand that the “man be put above the dollar.” Federal and state 
governments are deliberately reversing the formula—they are put- 
ting the dollar above the man. 

If fifty people are slaughtered in a railroad wreck, or if a vol- 
cano blows its head off and swallows a thousand lives the news is 
broadcast over the first pages of newspapers. Yet 630,000 people 
die needlessly each year in the United States—and only a corporal’s 
guard of health experts and specialists take more than passing no- 
tice. We plume ourselves upon being the most “efficient” nation 
in civilization. The figures show what mockery lies behind the 
boast. For human life is the most precious thing in the range of 
values. It is the basis of all other values. And yearly, we squander 
ii to the tune of 630,000 units. 

The nation and the states commit wholesale homicide delib- 
erately. There is not a member of congress, hardly one member 
state legislature who has not had the facts ding-donged into 
Yet, all and singular, they continue to lavish millions to save 
and cattle and dole out thousands to save men, women and 
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children. 

How long will the pitiful farce be allowed to continue? Militant 
public sentiment could jar these sleeping lawmakers into activity

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JUSTICE AT HALF-SPEED. 


In a>recent contribution to The New York Herald, Justice 
Henry Bischoff, ot the supreme court of the first New York judicial 
district, conservatively estimates that civil business in the courts of 
that state could be expedited 50 per cent if the code of procedure 
He makes no attempt 
It is reasonable to as- 


were thoroughly and temperately revised. 
to appraise the delay on the criminal side. 
sume that the same is true of Georgia and virtually every other 
American commonwealth. 

Justice Bischoft’s analysis is made speciiically with reference 
to New York, but its essentials apply in general to the yarious 
states, not even the federal courts being immune. In other words, 
according to the statement of this expert, civil business is going for- 
ward in the courts at approximately half-speed; and we have seen 
it proceed at much less than half-speed in the criminal courts of 
Georgia. 

Justice Bischoff lays the blame in New York upon the legisla- 
ture, which handicaps the courts with intricate procedure, all of 
which makes tor delay, rather than progress. Whether procedure 
is devised by the legislature or the courts itself. the sure spectacle 
is everywhere prevalent. Calendars are glutted. Causes, both in 
trial and appellate courts, that should long ago have been disposed 
of, hang -on interminably. 

Many lawyers plead that reform. should be attacked gingerly, 
the evil 1s overrated. All that is needed to meet this 
5 
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gument is the fact that it is common to see a litigant of smal] 
means crowded out of courts by the litigant of large means—tech- 
nicality and devious procedure—everything but the issues—being 
used as weapons to that end. The same condition applies, rela- 
tively, to the criminal docket. 

It is not that we lack sufficient courts to administer justice. 
It is probable, on the other hand, that we have in Atlanta and the 
Atlanta jurisdiction more actual tribunals than in London, the 
world’s metropolis. Yet in London cases are heard to a swift and 
a just conclusion, while in Georgia the “law's delays” comprise a 
proverbial source of complaint. 

lt is nO wonder that, under these conditions, with technicality 
and not merit holding the whiphand, our dockets are congested and 
the ratio of criminals rises out of all proportion to that in other 
countries. Until the people back up committees of the state and 
national bar association with demand for a revision of procedure. 
we shall continue to see law perverted in this country; continue to 
see the United States branded as a “nation of murderers,” and con- 
tinue to see our legal institutions threatened by the popularity of

Bk IN BY NEXT MONDAY 


All the locker clubs in the city must 
present petitions to the city council 
next Monday afternoon so they can 
be referred to the police committee.

Under a new city charter amend- 
ment no locker club can operate in 
Atlanta without a permit from the 
mayor and general council and with- 
out paying a license of $500. The po- 
lice committee will act on all applica- 
tions for permits.

The state railroad commission has 
issued an appeal to shippers in Geor- 
in a movement to 


Under the law, shippers have a cer- 
tain amount of free time for loading 
and unloading cars, and a majority 
take advantage of the law to hold cars 
twenty-four and sometimes forty- 
eight hours, because they are not 
bound by a shorter timé limit. 

“While certain free time is allowed 
for loading and unloading cars, this 
does not necessarily mean that it 
ought to be consumed in every in- 
stance, regardless of every other con- 
sideration or circumstances,” says the 


“Cars should be loaded and unloaded 
as promptly as possible after being 


placed. It ts not fair to the carriers 
gr to other shippers to hold them for 
forty-eight hours just because one has 
that mueh free time allowed under the 
law, when they could be just as well 
handled in six or twelve hours. Har- 
monioug co-operation between ship- 
pers and consignees and carriers in all 
their relations and transactions, has 
been the earnest desire of this com- 
mission, and it especially urges such 
handling of freight equipment for the 
next few months.” 

Chairman Candler, of the commis- 
sion, believes’ that the freight car 
famine can be alleviated to a great 
extent if the shippers and railroads get 
together and work for one end to get 
— loaded and unloaded without de- 
ay.

Milledgeville Postoffice. 


Milledgeville, Ga., October 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-Charging in substance that cer- 
tain republican officeholders in Geor- 
gia are endeavoring to oust him from 
his place as postmaster at Milledge- 
ville for doing the very same things 
for the progressive party that they 
are themselves doing for the republic- 
an party, Hon. James L. Sibley has 
made a redhot reply in the shape of 
@n open letter. 

Mr. Sibley makes some highly inter- 
esting exposures as to the manipula- 
tion of repwhblican patronage in Geor- 
gia, in replying to charges filed 
against him with the office of the 
postal inspector in Atlanta on the 
ground of “pernicious political ac- 
tivity,” in connection with his sup- 
port of Mr. Roosevelt. Mr. Sibley de- 
clares his perfect willingness to have 
the Milledgeville appointment made 
out in the name of his wife, as he de- 
clares has done in the cases of 
@everal other Georgia postmasters who 
were desirous of engaging in ‘“‘perni- 
cious political activity” for the repub- 
lican party.

“To the above and to the newspaper 
clippings also submitted, consieting of 
letter I wrote to The Macon Telegraph, 
and a synopsis of gaid letter, copied by 
a local paper, and a statement in an 
Atianta paper, quoting me as making 
a talk at a meeting, and your further 
statement that the name of the party 
sending in the charges must be: kept 
secret, and your additional statement 
as to your instructions from the de- 
partment, I make the following reply: 

“Il regret very much that the de- 
partment has seen fit to protect the 
name of the party bringing these 
charges, for in my eleven years of 
service I cannot recall of any com- 
plaint made against this office, on any 
line. whatever, that the name of the 
complainant was not given. As these 
clippings contain one from a local 
paper, and as my activity has only 
been as a drop in the bucket compared 
to what is expected, required and ren- 
dered by the average second-class 
postmaster in the republican party in 
this state, ] am forced to conclude 
that my activity is only pernicious to 
some local man who wants my job. 

Pleads Not Guilty. 

“| wish to state that 1 am not guilty 
of pernicious political activity, ac- 
cording to the standard that has been 
accepted by the department on the 
part of the federal officeholders of 
Georgia, and 1 am not guilty accord- 
ing to the requirements, as set forth 
under date of August 1908, order 
No. 1679, reaffirming the statement of 
the postmaster general of October 1, 
1902, as follows: 

“*As to political activity, a sharp 
line is drawn Detween those In the 
classified and those in the unclas- 
sified service. l’ostmasters or oth- 
ers holding unclassified positions 
are prohibited ‘from using tmeir 
offices to control politicai move- 
ments, from neglecting Weir du- 
ties, and from causing public scan- 
dal«by political activity.’ 

“Now, 1 am [tn the unclassified. serv- 
fice, and I violated none of the 
above provisions. 

“I have fifteen voters under 
‘have never tried to influence a single 
one politically I have paid all the 
political assessinents against this 
office, personally. I have never per- 
mitted any pressure to be brought on 
these men, and | don’t think that one 
of them in the eleven years that I 
have \been in office has paid one dollar 
to campaign funds. I have not neg- 
lected my duties. You, as‘an inspector, 
have just been through this office 
checking it up and in response to my 
inquiry stated the office was in good 
shape.

“If, however, the purpose of the de- 
partment is friendly, and it is desired 
that I in some way protect it from 
criticism for allowing a bull moose 
postmaster to have the same political 
freedom universally allowed Taft 
office-holders, I will gladly co-operate 
end ask that my wife be apointed as 
postmaster as Clark Grier’s was, when 
four years ago he ran the state cam- 
paign in Mr. Taft’s interest, or that I 
be alowed thirty days’ leave of ab- 
sence, as I understand w&s done two 
years ago when Postmaster Walter 
Akerman fran for congress in the 
seventh, and I wil] also have my son, 
who is James L. Sibley, Jr., sign any 
articles that I publish. 

“But i¢ it is the honest purpose of 
the department to prevent any per- 
nicious political activity on the part of 
a federal office-holder and can Only 
act when specific charges are made, I 
now make eaid charges aaginst H. 3S. 
Jackson, internal revenue  ocollector, 
who controls the federal patronage of 
the state and whose appointment of me 
on a committee was equal to a com- 
mand that I go to work for Mr. Taft. 
In addition to his letter, a copy of 
which is submitted, I refer you to files 
of Collier’s Weekly from May to July 
of this year for additional evidence, 
and other evidence can be supplied if 
needed.

Rock Struck Governor on the 
Nose and Caused Blood. 
Marshall Treated Matter as 
Joke—Governor’s Attacks 
on Roosevelt Cheered. 


New London, Conn., October 3.—Gov- 
ernor Marshall, of Indiana, completed 
his New England tour this evening by 
addressing audiences at Norwich and 
here. In these as in his afternoon 
address at Worcester Governor Mar- 
shall devoted much of his attention to 
Colonel Roosevelt. 

The attacks of the governor brought 
out enthusiastic cheering. In each city 
the meetings were largely attended. 
Governor Morshall arrived at Norwich 
from Worcester early this evening, 
made his address and then was whirl- 
ej away in an automobile to New 
London, stopping for a five-minute talk 
at Montville. 

At Montville an unpleasant incident 
occurred, but the governor treated it 
as a joke. Just as the car came to @ 
stop, a boy in the crowd threw a 
stone which struck the governor on 
the nose, causing, it to bleed slightly. 
The governor laughed and referred to 
it as “the first blood of the cam- 
paign.”’

Governor Marshall said: 

“The theory that prohibitive duties 
are to be levied upon foreign goods 
in the interest of the workman is dis- 
closed by the facts to be fallacious. 
For the past forty yearg we have had 
prohibition practically on foreign-made 
products. At the same time we have 
had free trade in foreltgn labor. 

“Granting that these men are 
American citizens, the statistics dis- 
close that in the trust factories of this 
country not 40 per cent of the heads 
-of families earn wages enough to 
support these families. The residue 
of the support comes from boarders 
and from the labor of their children. 

“In the tenement houses where these 
people live, an average of 243 persons 
are sleeping in every 100 rooms, 

Lives and Souls Stunted. 


“Both politicians and philanthropists 
are appalled at the stunting of the 
lives and souls of the children. It is 
insisted that we must have more 
stringent laws upon the subject of 
child labor—that we must punish the 
parent who permits his chilq to work 
before he its 16 years of age. 

‘This then igs the condition: The wage 
earner of the family, unable to proyide 
for its keep, shortly is to be confront- 
ed with a law which will prevent him 
from earning anything by incarcerat- 
ing him in jail if he permits his chil- 
dren to labor. 

“Now, my theory is that, save in 
rare instances, the laboring man loves 
his children as much ag the trust mag- 
nate does his, and, given the oppor- 
tunity, would look after his child with 
the same zealous ‘care. Wy proposal 
is that you take some of the burdens 
off the shoulders of the laboring man, 
give him a chance to earn q living for 
hig family and trust him to solve the 
child-labor problem by the law of

BROKER DOW ACCUSED 
OF STEALING $100,000 


Boston, October 3.—Stephen R. Dow, 
head of Stephen R. Dow & Co., brokers, 
which failed a few days ago, was ar- 
rested today on a warrant charging 
him with the larceny of $100,000 from 
the Franklin Mining company. 

The arrest was made on complaint 
of the prosecutor. 

Stephen R. Dow & Co. made an as- 
signment on September 24, owing, ac- 
cording to the estimates of creditors, 
upward of $500,000. Dow, who was 
the only member of the firm, was ex- 
pelled from membership of the stock 
exchange yesterday. Prior to the as- 
signment, the broker resigned as pres- 
ident of the Franklin, Ind., North Lake 
Algomah and Corbin Mining compa- 
nies. The directors of the Franklin, 
Indiana, North Lake and Algomah 
companies, which own copper mines 
in Houghton county, Michigan, found 
that Dow had borrowed a total of 
$298,000 from the treasuries of the four 
corporations. They stated in a letter 
to stockholders that the loans were 
unsecured.

CARE OF INCUBATOR, 

J. O. McE., Geneva, Ala.—Dear Uncle 
Dudley: I have not been as success- 
ful with my incubator as some others 
seem to have been. 

I had some eggs broken in it some 
time ago- and the odor 48 not very 
Pleasant. Please inform me how tov 
deodorize it. . 

Answer—In operating an incubator 
cleanliness is absolutely essential to 
success. <A broken or spoiled egg in 
an incubator means failure unless it is 
quickly removed and the _ incubator 
quickly disinfected and deodorized. 
This can be done ‘by using cholera 
naptholeum. Spray the entire inside 
after removing the good eggs. Should 
any of the eggs have become soiled, 
wash them in warm water. If it is 
possible to keep the eggs warm for a 
day, open up the machine and after 
spraying It let the sun shine on it.

Answer—lIndian Runner ducks should 
be fed entirely on soft food. Whole 
erain will quickly put them out of 
»usiness. A mixture of corn meal, 
wheat bran, alfalfa meal, shorts and 
a little beef scrap mix well, and feed 
jt wet. They shoulq be fed ‘five or 
six times a day until they are eight or 
ter days old—then three times a day 
until they commence to lay. Never 
feed them more than what they can 
yat up clean. They must have char- 
cealL fine oyster shell, with fine sand 
ane water where they: can get at it 
while they are eatimg. As to the 
amount to be given them: this is hard 
tc estimate, for like chickens, some 
ducks requfre more food than others. 
fo feed sa to keep them the least 
bit hungry all the time. They should 
have a plentiful supply of water day 
and night.
